11 1 am afraid to speak here. I like to lis- 


ten to the tale the spirits of martyrs tell, and 
to words like your*, sir, (Mr. Emerson,) full 
of wisdom and philanthropy. The answer 1 
can give will scarcely possess the merit to sat- 
isfy the American people — one thing I may 
assume, and onu thing own, should the Al- 
mighty give me prosperity yet in my lifu it 
would not carry me away, not to be (rank not 
only in adversity but in duty which is a good 
guard as well against ambition in prosperity as 
in adversity. One thing I may own that it is in- 
deed true everything good has yet been in the 
minority — still mankind went on, and is going 
on to that destiny the Almighty designed 
when all good will not be confined' to tlm mi- 
nority but will prevail amongst all mankind. 


I hail time, hallowed ground of Concord — 


thou sacred baptistery where the people of 
America first baptized itself to the name of n 
'nation' with its own and with its enemies' 
blood. I hail thee, Concord — thou John thu 
Baptist of American Independence — ' When 
invaded by oppression resistance becomes the 
Christian and social duty of uiicli individual.' 
Thus H|u>ko_ thu leader* of Massachusetts, 
when the spirit of national freedom first mov- 
ed t'lroiigh this air which I now breathe. It 
was hero that word was bravely redeemed by 
a people transformed into heroes by thu charm 
o( Liberty.

He is the God of all humanity. What he did 
for you be meant to do fur humanity. Con- 
cord became the preface of liberty. in Ameri- 
ca, that Amcrk'a might become the preface of 
liberty on earth. That i* my faith. I have 
drawn this faith from the philosophy of your

about 700,000 inhabitants. Operations' are 
carried on by means of Auxiliary Societies 
and branches. 
The number of Auxiliary 


Societies is 41; the number of branches 391- 
Connected with them aro ' tha same number 
of Bible Depositories, so arranged that but 
few places arc more than five miles from one 
of them:

There aro also connected with these Bocic- 


tio, not far from 3,500 local agents, all of 
whom have npucifm field* in which they are 
expected to raise funds and circulate the 
scriptures.

The Protestants now turned their nyes tow- 
ard Henry, the young Prince of Navarre, 
who was rightfully entitled to the throne after 
the death of Charles IX. and the assassination 
of Henry III. 
Ho described his early life 


among tlio peasants of the mountains, filling 
him by its rugged character for the toils of 
war. 
He described the great battle in which 


this prince, at the head of the Protestant ar- 
my, met and routed the forces of the Catholic 
Leaguers. 
How, before the battle, ho rode 


along the ranks, encased in armor, encourag- 
ing his troops, and telling them ho was re 
solved lo conquer or die, and that if his stan- 
dard should fall, they should follow his white 
plumo, which they would sea in thu foremost 
fight. Ho quoted some ballad-poetry describ- 
ing this battle and tho king, with the happiest 
effect. 


Hu then told how, lo secure tho crown— 


from prudonti.il motives of worldly wisdom 
—Henry abjured his Protestantism and be- 
came nominally a Catholic—how he obtain- 
ed it and cstablisheh 
religious toleration, 


granting to tho Protestants all they naked. 
Hut how, after his death, persecution again 
commenced, and continued until tlio Hugue- 
nots wore defeated and exterminated from 
Franco. 


On tho subject of tho propriety of abjuring 


his religion by Henry, tho remarks of tho 
Lecturer woro truly noble. Hu brought for- 
ward all the extenuating, excusing circum- 
stances, of which there were indeed mnny, 
mid then boldly announced his conclusion that 
no motives of expediency and worldly win- 
dow, no matter how strong they might ap- 
parently bo, could justify a departure from 
(ho straight path of duty, or n violation of 
thu " Hijihur Law" of right. Ho thought if 
Henry had struggled on without compromis- 
ing his faith, even though ho had died likn 
Gustavus Adolphus, yet like him ho might 
have sealed, with his blond, thu liberties of 
Franco, and given tho Protestant party a 
dignity and importance which would have 
saved it from further attack. -Wo consider 
tho Lecture worthy of tho highest admira- 
tion, not only for its substanco and its style,

Tho second lecture of Mr. Lord, on the 


Huguenots nnd thu Strugglu for IScligious 
Liberty in Franco, was listcniid to by an 
audiunco respectably largn, considering tho 
r.iiu, and, as seomod to us, with increased in- 
terest. Ho first spoko of tho condition of 
France and Knghind in tho early days of tho 
Information, allowing that tho former was 
governed by a liberal monarch, tho patron of 
arts and sciences, nnd that a c|ririt of inquiry 
was prevalent among thu people ; whilu Kng- 
luul, on tho other hand, was ruled by an ar- 
rogant, bigoted king, and inhabited by a peo- 
plo under thu influence of sensuality and 
monkish''superstition. Hu said any ono who 
travelled thro* Europe at that time, if nskod 
what nation would probably first embrace 
the new doctrines, nnd which tho last, would 
doubtless Iiavo pointed to Franco in tho first 
ease, and la England in tho second. Yet 
contrary to all those probabilities, under tho 
mysterious Ji<pcnsations of Providence, Kng- 
1-iml had become tho great bulwark of Prot- 
estantism in Kuropo, whilu in Franco the re- 
formed religion had been almost entirely ex- 
terminated. Ho would not ns-tinm to explain 
thu reasons why thu Lord had inlluenced the 
mind of tho one king, instead of tha other, to 
embrace tlio now faith, and thus inlluunco his 
people to follow h:s example, but it might bo 
t1i.it the stability and earnest sincerity of tho 
Knglish character nHorded ft field on which 
the seed of truth would tako n deeper root 
and obtain n stronger hold, than among thu 
French, who woro supposed to possess thosu 
qualities in a much less degree. 


Ilu then hrielly recounted how persecution 


of thu Huguenots commanced in France,— 
how it was carried on systematically, unceas- 
ingly and cruelly. How, notwithstanding 
this, tho new doctrines spread nnd tho num- 
ber of their believers steadily increased, tho'

ing face." 


Ho admitted that after tho Huguenots look 


«p arms, thi-y pcrhups equalled thoir enemies 
in cruelty and excess, anil bloodshed, devas- 
tation and ruin woro spread thro'out Franco. 
Ho did not dwell upon tho dutniU, though ho 
alluded briefly to tho defeneo of La Ilouhollu 
by tho Huguenots, which ho considered one 
of tho most memorablo of tlio kind on record.
